Retail, Density 
Reduced Again 


A 215 acre tract near the 


intersection of FM 544 and 
Preston Rd. has finally 
gained approval, but with 
sharp restrictions on 
the 


amount of retail acreage and 
the density in residential 
areas. 
The Planning and Zoning 


Commission Monday night 
agreed by a 3-1 vote that the 
land should be annexed and 
permanently zoned for 130.6 
acres of SF-2 residential, 25 
acres of SF-3 residential, 30 
acres of 
MF-2 
planned 


development 
apartments 


and 30 acres of planned 
development retail. Dick 
Hickman opposed the plan 
because he favored the 
elimination of the SF-3 
residential category. 
Shindler-Cummins, 
de­ 
veloper of the tract, had 
asked for 45.3 acres retail, 
43.5 acres MF-2, 47.3 acres 
SF-3 and 79.5 acres SF-2-a 
request derived from three 
previous appearances before 
the commission and a public 
work session. 
John Mason, representing 


Shindler-Cummins, pointed 
out to the commission that 
the developer’s request for 
retail 
zoning 
had 
been 


considerably reduced since 
the previous meetings and 
that gross density on the 
tract had been decreased to 
between four and five units 
per acre. 
He said the retail acerage 


would be developed as a 


discount-type 
regional 


shopping center and that 
approximately 45 acres had 
been requested because of 
the 
position 
of 
major 


thoroughfares in adjacent 
developments. He also said 
the acreage is necessary to 
develop the mall-type center 
planned 
by 
Shindler- 


Cummins. 
All 
members 
of

co m m issio n 
s tro n g ly 


disagreed that another 45 
acres of retail zoning is 
needed at the intersection 
which has already been 
approved for a 113 acre 
Sears regional shopping 
center. 
City Planner Jim Lee also 


reminded 
the 
com­ 
missioners that if other 
developers 
make 
retail 


requests as indicated at this 
time that a population of 
131,000 would be necessary 
to support such zoning. He 
said if all the requests for 
retail zoning were granted, 
‘‘it would be the largest 
regional shopping center in 
the southwest.” 
In other action the com­ 
missioners approved the 
land study of Park Forest 
North, a replat of Hunters 
Glen I and a replat of the 
Church of the Nazarene 
Addition

before

Legislative Committee 
The total bill -estimated 
unofficially to cost $2 billion 
for the next biennium-would 
revise the school 
finance 
system, reduce class sizes, 
p ro vid e 
state-fund ed 
compensatory education for 
the educationally disad­ 
vantaged. 
continue 
the 
special education program 
for 
the 
physically 
and 
m entally 
handicapped, 
provide increased funds for 
poorer districts, and allocate 
more state aid for school 
transportation for m ain­ 
tenance and operation 
Cost of the salary portion 
of the bill was unofficially 
pegged at from $8(X) million 
to $1 billion. Official cost 
estimates will be made by 
the 
Texas 
Education 
Agency. 
‘‘This basically is a bill to 
improve education, not just 
teacher 
salaries,’’ 
Mrs. 
Harrell said. 
The 
TSTA 
plan 
for 
revising school finance in­ 
cludes basing the local fund 
assignment of costs 
on 
market value of property, as 
Atty. Gen. John Hill ruled 
this week must be done. This 
is the plan for which TSTA 
fought unsuccessfully in the 
1973 legislative session. 
The 1973 TSTA proposal 
was developed after long 
study, Mrs. Harrell pointed 
out. Since that session, the 
TSTA comm ittee has worked 
continuously to revise the 
proposal to meet current 
needs. 
The 
152,000-member 
teacher 
group-second 
largest in the nation-also 
will support Governor Dolph 
Briscoe’s planned request 
for emergency funds to aid 
school operations and 
to 
assist 
inflation-hit 
retired 
teachers. 
TSTA pushed hard for a 
special session to meet these 
needs 
prior 
to

regular session. 
Meeting

week, the TSTA committee

beginning pay for a teacher 
with a bachelor’s degree is 
$6,600.

37th among the states in

below the national average. 
Estimates for 1974-75 have 
not yet been made. 
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Increase Almost $600 
Above National Average 


After 12 years of teaching, 
the proposed schedule would 
put a Texas teacher with a 
bachelor’s degree at $15,910. 
A key part of the proposal 
is a cost-of-living adjustment 
each year, beginning in 1976, 
to keep teachers abreast of 
inflation 
The projected 
salary ranking assumes that 
those local school districts 
which enrich the minimum 
salaries will continue to do 
so at their present rate 
‘This is not as high as the 
salary requests presented to 
us recently by some teacher 
groups,” Mrs. Harrell said.

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Police Force Warns Public 


Believes In Their Right To Know 


N EW O R LEA N S (U P I) - 
Most police departm ents 
concentrate 
on 
predicting 
when 
and 
where 
certain 
types of crime will occur, but 
the New Orleans force thinks 
the public has a right to be 
warned as well. 
The department recently 
began 
issuing 
computer 
predictions for burglary, 
robbery and theft to the news 
m edia, 
in 
an 
effort 
to 
overcome citizens’ apathy 
and fear of getting involved 
with police. 
“ W e’re hot at present 
doing the armed robberies 
as well because we simply 
want to try something a little 
more innocuous to see how 
people would react,” said 
Dr. 
Hugh 
Collins, 
who 
supervises the forecast. 
“ The idea is not to inhibit 
people, it’s to say, ‘Take a 
few reasonable precautions 
and be so much safer.’” 
Iii its first two weeks of 
> peru!ion, the prediction 
was “ right on the money” 
tor 
one 
area 
but 
overestimated the number of 
burglaries in two others. 
“ In the two areas that are 
low,” said Collins, “ one area 
we had six arrests and in the 
other we had five. Over half 
the 
arrests 
cam e 
from 
citizens suddenly making 
identifications,” 
something 
the public is traditionally 
reluctant to do. 
“ It really is too early to 
know,” Collins said, “ but it 
looks to be a good indication 
to us that suddenly, in two 
weeks, you get 11 pretty solid 
arrests for burglary in these 
areas that were really low.’’ 
Collins said the idea of 
public forecasts germinated 
during a conversation with 
Supt 
Clarence Ciarrusso. 
“ I kicked it around with 
the superintendent one day 
lust as a wild idea and, lo 
and behold, he said ‘Why 


don’t we do it? ’” 
“ It probably took about six 
weeks to set up. The point is, 
w e’ve been doing these 
predictions for three years, 
so that 
really 
it was 
a 
question of finding a format 
to turn them out in. 
“ It’s not clear that we’ve 
settled on a final format for 
public distribution. The first 
prediction concentrated on 
area 
and 
the 
second 
prediction concentrated on 
nu m b ers. 
Som ew h ere 
between there we’re going to 
get it together.” 
“ You take the past history 
of the area, temper it by 
what’s going on currently 
and make a forecast,” said 
Dr. Jed Diem, who controls 
the actual mathematics of 
the system. 
“ Currently they’re based 
solly on the numbers that 
have occurred, but this is a 
progressive thing. There will 
be more factors added to it, 
more feedback into the 
system,” he said, citing the 
number of known burglars in 
custody as one example. 
I ‘There’s a lot of common 


sense 
involved ,” 
added 
Collins. 
The second 
prediction 
warned 
residents in east 
New Orleans to change their 
apartment locks, since many 
were faulty or duplicate keys 
had been issued. The area’s 
only locksmith reported an 
increase in the number of 
deadbolt locks sold after the 
forecast was released. 
“ We 
think 
we’ve 
been 
pretty successful but it’s still 
a fact of life that people have 
individual 
quirks. 
The 
reason we can’t say this 
thing is a wholehearted 
success, because we had a 
lower rate of burglary and a 
lot of good arrests in one 
area, is that it could have 
been that the burglars had 
the flu that 
week,” 
said 
Collins. 
He would be satisfied if the 
published 
predictions 
just 
made the public a little more 
suspicious. 
“ Sometimes we put a lot of 
additional manpower in the 
area, 
and sometimes 
we 
pretend to, and sometimes 
we pretend to do nothing and 


actu ally 
have 
stakeout 
teams in the areas which are 
heavy crim e areas. But 
we’ve been doing that all 
along. 
“ The most important thing 
is we would hope that tKe 
citizens would pay a little bit 
more attention to fighting 
crime, 
in 
particular 
just 
open their eyes a littlevb*fr' — 
keep 
their 
doors 
locked’, 
when it s appropriate, and 
open their eyes and see if it’s 
a strange car sitting next to 
their neighbor's house.

Horowitz calls the loneliest, 
most isolated phase of living. 
Mrs. Horowitz is executive 
director of the W id ow s’ 
Consultation Center, a New 
York-based 
organization 
which she believes is unique 
in 
the 
nation. 
Winnipeg. 
Canada, has such a center, 
patterned 
after 
the 
New 
York WCC. 


This week, the New York 
center was honored at the 
New 
York 
State 
Welfare 
Conference as the agency 
cited this year for its “ most 
unique 
and 
innovative 
service." 
Mrs. Horowitz said in an 
interview that WCC works to 


help the widow through the 
severest of 
all 
emotional 
traum as, changed fam ily 
relationships, the practical 
problems of finance, legal 
and vocational advice, and 
readjustment to a society 
that long has looked on her 
as a wife and now sees her as 
an older single 


“ We want society to ac­ 
cept her as a whole person, 
not just a leftover half.” said 
Mrs. Horowitz “ We want to 
help her realize her own 
worth, capacity, ability to be 
a useful member of society, 
to motivate her to make a 
new life.” 


Consultation is on an in­ 
dividual or group therapy 
basis —with the groups 
limited to nine or less. “ You 
are talking with your peers.” 
she said. “ You are not alone. 
Women come from all social 
and economic strata.” 
Fee is scaled to ability to 
pay; no consultation costs 
more than $15. 
The center operates with 
office staff, plus three social 
workers 
and 
two 
other 
consultants 
on 
legal 
and 
financial matters. 
The idea for the center, 
now 
in 
its 
fourth 
year, 
originated with Mrs. Joseph 
G. Druss. a lawyer and the 
center’s president, and Mrs. 
David Scher, a former social 


worker The women, seeing 
d aily the problems that 
confront widows, presented 
the idea for the center to the 
Prudential 
Insurance 
Co., 
which 
underwrote 
the 
beginning 
years 
with

$4(X),000 grant. Now. Mrs. 
Horowitz said, support also 
comes from other sources 
including foundations. 


I 
asked 
Mrs. 
Horowitz 
about typical case histories. 
There is no such, she said— 
“ Widows are as different as 
fingerprints.” 
Rejection of the idea of 
widowhood is common in the 
e a rly 
phases 
of 
bereavement, she said. “ But 
we all must realize that 
death is a fact of life, not a 
taboo 
subject. 
We

discuss it. openly, candidly, 
but we don’t have to dwell on 
it. 


“ Above all, I d wish for

between a couple so the wife 
has a better understanding 
of her husband’s status— 
w ills, insurance, income, 
legal matters.
